Anno Dem- 
ni 1369. Four hundred thirty and ſeven Years, 
yet is the ſame fo uniformly compacted, as it the

I am very glad that ſome of our — 
ve enjoyed the benefit of his Articles, though 
am thereof deprived, albeit I drew them with my 
own hand, thus much I am obliged to fay for the 
honour of the Soldiery, who have been far 
from the breaking of any Articles given to others, 
that they have rather bettered them than other- 
wiſe, Tis now my misfortune to be made a Pre- 
cedent and an example together, but I will not do 
the Protector ſo much injury, as to load him with 
this diſhonour, ſeeing that I have been informed 
that he would haye made good our Conditions, if 
Crook that gave them, had not abjured them; 
This is not a time for me to enlarge og any Subject, 
4 — now become the ſubje& of Death my 
by: : - I = — the _— _ drawn 
my hand, I thought m obliged to a parti- 
cular Juſtification of — I tools tell you of 
ſome Soldiers that are turned out of his Troop for 
defending of thoſe Conditions of ours, but let 
that paſs, and for ever hence-forward inſtead of 
Life, Liberty, and Eſtates, which we loſt by nor 
having the benefit of the Articles, let hanging, 
drawing, and quartering, be the denomination of 
Captain Crook s Articles; Nevertheleſs, I thank 
the Lord Protector, for that he hath indulged me 
f far as to have my Head ſevered from my Body. 
I ſhould now give an account of my Faith, but 
truly Gentlemen, this poor Nation is rent into fo 
many ſeveral opinions, as that tis impoſſible to 
give you my own, without diſpleaſing ſome of

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„ however, if any be ſo critical as to ond 
— Faith I die, it is the fame belief of the 
Apoſtles, and of Athanaſius Creed J have ſub» 
ſcribed, and do own the Nine and Thirty Articles 
of the Church of England. If this will not ſatisfie, 
I refer my ſelf to this Reverend Dr. Shore, to 
whom I have unboſomed my ſelf as to the particu- 
lars of my Religion. And now having given you 
an Account concerning my ſelf, I hold my ſelf ob- 
liged in duty to ſome of my Friends to take off 
ſome ſuſpicion that lies upon them, I mean as to 
ſome Perſons of Honour , with whom upon my 
examination I was c to have a correſponden- 
cy withal concerning this buſineſs, viz. The Lord 
ueſs of Hereford, the Marqueſs of Winches 
ner and the Earl of Pembrook, 1 did then acquit 

them, and do now ſecond it with this proteſtatio 
that I never had any correſpondency with any of 
them in relation to this particular buſineſs, or in-

Mr. Dorrington, they are men of very great E- 
ſtates which may make them liable to this Inquiſi- 
tion, and endeayoured to be brought into my con- 
dition, but I do here fo far acquit them, as to give 
the World this proteſtation, t I am confident 
they are as innocent as the y Child here. 
I have no more to ſay to you now, but that I am in 
> rags —— _ God) I can 
ive m t ecutors, I can go on my 
" — — greateſt of my Enemies to for- 
ive them; And I do freely forgive all that ever 
— a hand in my Death. I have offered the Pro- 
tector good ſecurity for my future demeanour, as 
(I ſuppoſe) he could have expected, — 
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thought fit to have given me my Life, certainly, I 
mock not haye —— ſo ws. as to have em- 
ployed it againſt him : I do humbly ſubmit to 
God's 2 cor knowing that the Iflues of Life 
and Death are in his hands, my Blood is but a ſmall 
Sacrifice: If it had been ſaved, I am fo much a 
Gentleman, as to have given thanks to him that 
preſerved it, and fo much a Chriſtian as to for- 
ive them that take it away; but ſeeing God by 
2 Providence hath called me to lay it down, I 
ſubmit to him.

the Friſoners, eſpecially I thank this noble Sheriff, 
for his many great favours and courteſies towards 
us, and in particular to my ſelf, and I defire the 
Sheriff to preſent my due reſpects to the Protector, 
and although he had no mercy for my ſelf, yer 
that he would have reſpe& to my Family; for the 
buſineſs I now die, I look on it as an ludividuum 
vagum,l know not what they mean when they aſſert 
this to be Treaſon (except they make it like the 
Wind in the Goſpel, :o hem where it /5fteth) I know 
not to what end it may come.

| Memorable hath been the ſtedfaſt obedience and 
fidelity of this City to the Crown, in the various 


- Succeſſion of Ages and Times of the Britains, 


Romans, $1xons, Danes, and Normans, which have 
been well remunerated by their feveral and ſuc- 
ceſſive Kings in their diſtinct Reigns, as is mani- 
feſted by the many and large Immunities,Liberties, 
and Priviledges from time to time conferred on 
their City. 

Whatever the Antiquity of this City be, I find 
that twas built before London, even at Brute's firſt 
landing here by his Nephew Cogineus, on whom 
Brute beſtowed this Weſtern Country, Anno Mur- 
di, 2855. The ſame being before Chriſt's Incarna- 
tion eleven hundred Years and upwards, and pre- 
ſently thereafter Brute buils London , calling it

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This City is thought to be one of the firſt Cities 
that the Britains conſtituted in this Iſland, which 
was ſo done Anno D mini 162.

6. King Canute (to expiate the oppreſſion and 
cruelty of his Father Sway») made Reſtitution of 
their Lands and Privileges lately deſtroyed, and 
likewiſe beſtowed on the Cathedral Church of St. 
Peter within the“ ſaid City, the Mannor of Sole, 
whence his adjunct (Canon) came. 

7. King Edward the Confeſſor (for the greater 
dignity of the place) tranſlated hither the Biſhop's 


Sce from Creaiton, who with his Queen Edith in- 


ſtalled Leofric (Lord Chancellour of England, and 
one of the King's Privy Council) to be the firſt 
Bithop of this Church. 

Within the Quire adjoyning to the high Altar 
is a Monument fairly Arched, and under the ſame 
Arch are three Seats with fide Pillars of Braſs, e- 
rected in memory of the ſaid King Edward, 
Edith his Queen, and Leofrich the firſt Biſhop of 
Exeter, the middle of them being the Seat of the 
ſaid Biſhop fitting in his Pontificalibus between 
the King and the Queen: And that it may further 
appear what great favour and honour this Bithop 
received both from the King and the Queen at his 
Inftalment, which was on the ſeven and twenty- 
eth day of May in the ſixth Year of the ſaid King's 
Reign, Aun que Domini 1249. 1 here recite the 
very words mentioned in the ſaid King's Charter, 
ſc. I King Edward taking Bithop Leefric by the 
right hand, and Edith my Queen by the left, do 
inſtall him the firſt and moſt famous Biſhop of Exe-

12. King Edward the Firſt (who with his 
Queen in this City kept their — his

14. King Edward the Fourth, by his Letters 
Patent, bearing date the one and twentieth Day of 
July, in the Third Year of his Reign, Auno Do- 
mini, 1463. conſtituted Nine Aldermen herein, 
beſtowed on the City, Mag4alen Fair, all Felons 
Goods, with many other Privileges, and in the 
ninth Year of his Reign, Anno Oomini 1469.

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17. King Henry the Eighth in the nine and 
twentieth Year of his Reign, by Charter made 
this City a County of it ſelf, and enlarged the 
bounds thereof, which were afterwards confirmed 
by Act of Parliament, wherein the Citizens had 
granted them freedom from Toll and Murage,and 
withal to enjoy the ſame Cuſtoms with Lenden in 
all things, and alſo liberty ro chooſe Sheriffs yearly, - _

Anceſtors, namely Sir John Crocker Knight, 
whom I find to be a ſworn Servant to King 
Edward the Fourth in the Office of his Cup- 
bearer, who (in remuneratione ſervitis) gave 
him a Cup d' Or for his Creſt unto his ſaid 
Coat Armory, which to this day is ſtill en- 
joyed by that Family, whereof they do not a little

21. King Charles the Second, Anno Regni 23. 
coming 
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coming down by Sea to view the new Cita lel at 
hm uh, and taking this City in his way home- 
ward by Land lodged here ane Night in the Hans 
Houſe,and was very bounrifully entertained at the 
ſole charge of the City, who preſented him with 
five a ot Pounds in Gold, which his Majeſty 
gracioutly received, expreſſing much favour ta- 
wards the ſaid City, and Knighted their Mayor Sir 
Benjamin O':ver, His Majeſties thor: abade herein 
hindred the Conduits from emptying an Hogthead 
of Wine, which was provide1 for that purpoſe, 
and afterwards diſpoſed of to his Majeſties Ser- 
vice; The King came hither on the Three and 
twentyeth Day of uh being Sunday about eight 
of the Clock in the Evening aul went hence early 
the next Morning about three of the Clock, and 
rode that day to the Earl of Pembrook's Houſe at 
Wilton to Bed, and the next Day returned to 
Whitehall, * 

The City of London being yielded up to William 
the Conqueror, he granted to the Citizens thereof 
a Charter (written in the Saxen Tongue) and 
therein ratified and confirmed all their ancient u- 
ſages, liberties and cuſtoms, which Charter with 
certain new Grants were likewiſe confirmed to 
them by King Hemry the Firſt, King Richard the 
Firſt, and King Fobn, who gave them two Char- 
ters, all which were ſo made unto them by the 
Name of the Citizens of London, without any 
mention made of a Mayor, at which tune Lon- 
don, and fo long before the Conqueſt, was ga- 
verned by two Fort- Reeve: (chat is to ſay) Gover- 
nours of the City, and notwithſtanding the many 
alterations made by the ſaid William the Conque- 
rour from the Saxons to the Norman ·, yet this 
name of Office ſtill continued in the faid City of 
Lund n, from the faid Saxon / time, to the time of 
King Richard the firſt, who in the firſt Year of his 
Reign, changed the name of Port Reeves into the 
name of Balli, by which name (for as yet the 
name of a Mayor in that City was not in uſe) 
they were called until the ninth Lear of King 
1 * 4 : oba 
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John, Ann Domini 1209. as tis affirmed in the 
Chronicles. 

Fabian who was himſelf a Sheriff of London, 
and by that means moſt likely to know the truth, 
affirmeth, that there was no Mayor of London 
until the tenth Year of King John, An Domini

The City of Exeter being likewiſe yielded up 
to the ſaid iam the Conqueror, he reſtored it 
again to the Citizens thereof to be governed by 
themſelves, as in times paſt, and — to their 
ancient uſages and Cuſtoms, which was alſo by 
Charter confirmed unto them by King Henry the 
Firſt, the Words of the ſaid Grant being (to the 
Citizens of Exeter) which was afterwards ratified 
by King Henry the Second, King R chard the Firſt, 
and then King Fobn by his Letters Patent bearing 
date the fifteenth day of une, in the ſecond Year 
of his Reign, confirmed the ſame by the name of 
the Mayor and Citizens of Exerer, whereby it ap- 
peareth that in the beginning of King Fobn's Rei 
there was a Mayor in Exeter, but when, and 
what King this Officer was firſt Inſtiruted and Or- 
dained, non conſtat ; The Liberties to them grant- 
ed were for the moſt part the like that London had, 
ſo upon the whole tis evident that Londen had no 
Mayar in diverſe Years after Exeter,

1 HE Swordbearer is an Officer of late Erection, appointed in 
the Thirteenth Year of the Reignof King Hen the Seventh, 
Annoque Domini, 1497. In which Year the King came perſonally 
hither, and in reſpect of the good Service then done by the Mayor 
and Citizens hereof againſt ern #Parbeck and his Complices 
The King not only applauded the courthe and loyalty of the Citi - 
zens, but alſo well rewarded them in ſundry particulars, amongſt 
which, he beſtowed on them an honourable Cap of Maintenance 
to be worn, and alſo a Sword of Juſtice, which he then took from 
his own ſide, to be born before the Mayor on all publick occaſions, 
for the decent carriage whereof in orderly manner this Otticer was 
Inſtituted, whoſe duty chiefly conſiſteth in two points, viz.

Of the City of ExzTzx. 


HE firſt Magiſtrates or 
Governours of this Ci- 
ty inthe ſeveral Reigns 
ofthe Saxons and Danes 
in this Kingdom before 
the Conqueſt were Four 
8 Port-Reeves, that is to 

| ſay, prefetts or prep - 
fiti, Chief Lerdt or Guardians: After the 
Conqueſt they were called Provoſti, or R- 
lers; then were they by the Normans termed 
Bayliffs or Stewards, from the French Word 
bailler, tradere, one that harh Commiſſion 
to govern others; and laſtly Mayors, and ſo 
continue to this Day. 

Not long after the Conqueſt a Senate was 
here conſtituted of Six and Thirty Perſons, 
but ſince by King Henry the Seventh, they 
are reduced to the Number of Four and Twen- 
5, as appears by his Charter dated 10 Ju- 
lis 13. Regni, Anno Domini 1498. 

William the Conqueror being poſſeſſed of 
this City, (upon the Inbabiranes Submiſſion) 
reſtored it to them again with the ancient 
Liberties thereof, reſerving to himſelf their 
Allegiance, and an Anmut Rent for the 
Fre- Farm thereof; and afterward twas by 
Charter incorporated and made one Fellowſhip 
or Body Politick, whoſe Appellation hath ſince 
been various and mutable, as

ichard $ymons a crafty Prieſt took into 
his Tuition one Lambert, a witty Dutch Boy, 
perſwading him that he was the only Son of 
the Duke of C/:r-nc-, and the firſt Heir male 
of the Houſe of VTi, and therefore inheri- 
table to the Crown, who by the Advice of 


his ſuppoſed Aunt, the Lady Margaret, Siſter 


to King Edward the Fourth, and Dutcheſs 
Dowager unto Charles the deceaſed Duke of 
Burgoyn, he (feigning himſelf to be Richard 
Duke of rt, Edward the Fourth's ſecond 
Son) arrived in Kent, where being diſap- 
pointed, ſailed into Scotland, and from thence 
into Cornwall, where being ſafely landed, 
and aided with three thouſand Men of the 
meaneſt of the People, marcheth towards 
this City, and beſiegeth it, where, when his 
fair Speeches and Rhetorical Arguments 
could not perſivade the Inhabitants thereof 
to ſurrender the City into his Hands, he 
ſcaled the Walls, and fired the Gates thereof, 
which proving unſucceſsful ro him, diſcon- 
tentedly departed, and marched Eaſtward; 
The King hearing of this Uproar, comes hi- 
ther (guarded with an Army) in Perſon, and 
having by the way defeated the Rebels, 
and taken many of them Priſoners, cauſed 
them to be brought before him in St. Peter's 
Church-yard ( ing in the Treaſurer's 
Houſe, where a Window between the Gate 
of the ſaid Houſe, and the North Tower of 
the Cathedral was erected on purpoſe for the 
King to behold the faid Rebels) where they 
appeared bare-headed, in their Shirts, and 
Halters about their Necks, the King in hope 
of their Reformation and future Obedience, 

graciouſly pardoned them, chuſing rather to 
wath his hands in Milk by forgiving, than in

Commiſſionets of Oyer and Terminer ſhortly 
thereafter coming hither for the Tryal of 
the ſaid Priſoners, who being found Guilt 
of High Treaſon, John Penruddock an 
Hugh Grove, both ot the County of Wilzs, 
Eſquires, were beheaded in the Caſtle, o- 
thers of them were executed at the Gal- 
lows at Heritree, two or three reprieved 
and the reſt baniſhed the Kingdom,and ſol 
for Slaves.

This Mayor being elected; and refuſing 
to accept of the ſaid Office, the King was 
advertiſed thereof, by way of a Petition 
hence, who commanded the ſaid Mayor to 
undertake the ſame ; whercunto he readily 
yielded Obedience, and. performed his 
Truſt therein with much Reputation and 
Honour,

A Comet for many Days together aps 
peared within our Horizon, whence enſued 
a War between Us and the Dutch, 

This Mayor died, 21 Marti, being 
Tweſday at Night, and the Monday follow- 
ing, being Eaſter-Mond ay, Anthony Salter 
Doctor in Phyſick, and Brother-in-law to

A Peſt-houſe near this City for the bene- 
fit of the Inhabitants (in caſe the Plague 
ſhould happen — us) was purchaſed 
and much impto ved by building.

The King's Arms near the head of the 
new Haven, were erected at the City's 
Charge, as formerly. : 

On the laſt Day of February, the King's 
Declaration of War againſt the French 
King was here ſolemnly proclaimed. 

Two hundred Pounds in Money and Ne- 
ceſſaries were ſent hence to the Town of 
Bradnyuch, being of late almoſt conſumed 
by Fire, by a voluntary Contribution of 
the Inhabitants here made. 

The great Organ erected in the Cathe- 
dral Church, being the faireſt, and by ma- 
ny Sounds the deepeſt of any Organ in the 
Kingdom. 

Part of the City's Wall near the Eaſt- 
gate fell down, and repaired. 

A new Pulpit in the Coir erected, mucli 
more beautiful than the former. 


In five Weeks ſpace died three Dignita- 
ries of this Church ; namely, 

I, Robert Hall Doctor of Divinity, a 
Canon-Reſidentiary and Treaſurer of the 
ſaid Church, who was a Zacheus for his 
Stature, and with him tall in Charity and 
Piety, 29 May died; he was the eldeſt 
Son of that worthy Prelate Doctor Jo- 
ſeph Hall late Biſhop of this Dioceſe, 
and afterwards of Norwich, who imitated 
his Father's Virtues in ſundry Particulars, 
chiefly, in Learning, conſtant Preaching, 
and Hoſpitality, wherein he exceeded. In 
a word, he was in his time accounted a 
Nathanael ind:ed, an upright honeſt Geat- 
leman in whom was no guile. He lies inter- 
red on the North - ſide of the Coir of the ſaid 
Cathedral Church; In whoſe Memory 


there's a fair Monument erected, and thus 
inſcribed on a Marble Stone, ſc. Heic ſitus

Biſhop Ward having well governed this 
Church for five Years ſpace and upwards, 
5 Septembris, was tranſlated hence to the 
Biſhoprick of Sarum, whoſe Loſs was much 
lamented by thoſe who knew his Worth. 

A voluntary Collection of 277cl. and 195. 
was here made for thoſe diſtreſſed Perſons 
who ſuffered by the late Fire in London, for 
whoſe better Relief was the ſame accord- 
ingly ſent unto them. 


Anthony Sparrow Doctor of Divinity, 
was 14 Octobris elected Bilhop of this 
Dioceſe, and 3 Novembris next following 
at London, by Gilbert Arch-Biſhop of Can- 
terbury conſecrated thereunto, and 23d of 
the ſame Month of November here by 
Proxy inſtalled. 

Southen. bay was now levelled, and plea- 
ſant Walks made therein, and in ſeveral 
Rows two hundred young Elms planted.

I'S not only equal, but juft, that ſuch 
as have been Founders of Hoſpitals, or 
Bene factors unto them, ſhould have due 
; Reſpect, in preſerving their Memories 
from violation and ruin; and no leſs, for the 
encouragement of Others to tread in their foot- 
ſteps, and to imitate them in their Virtues; (for 
Virtues are but Perſonal ; Vices, Communica- 
. tive.) In ſhort, I have here ſet down a Cata- 
logue of the Names and Gifts of ſuch worthy 
BenefaQors, as by their Laſt Wills and Teſta- 
ments, or otherwiſe, have given any Lands, * 
Rents, Annuities, or Money, for and towards 
the Relicf of Poor People in ſeveral Alms-houſes 
within this City and County of Exeter, whoſe 
Charitable Acts herein ought not to be ſilenced 
and buried in the Pit of Oblivion, but to be 
had in everlaſting Remembrance. As *tis Good, 
not to do Evil; fo 'tis Evil, (having Time and 
Opportunity) not to do Good, Here you'll 
fd Gveral kinds of Charity, wherein you may 
obſerve, that theſe worthy Perſons have made it 
their ſtudy to diſcover the ſeveral Neceſſities of 
the Poor, and have left behind them a Store- 
houſe of Proviſion for thoſe who are in Need, 
ev'n Bread for the Hungry, Cloth for the Naked, 
Salve fer the Wounded, Relief for the Sick, a 
Houſe for them that are Harbourleſs, Education 
and Maintenance for the Younger, a Bank for the 
Merchant and Tradeſman in Extremity. For 
Riches are called Goods; not becauſe they make 
us 
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us good, but becauſe we may do good with 
them, if God gives us Grace and Opportu- 
nity. : 
Charity, for certain, Is the Rich Man's School, 
where he ought to learn works of Mercy both in 
Heart and Hand, The Diſciples had all things 
amongſt themſelves in Common ; not by a Legal 
Community, but a Charitable Communication : 
For Charity is Bonum ſui diff ufivum ; not perfect, 
unleſs imparted, The Charitable Man is the beſt 
Friend to himſelf, laying up in fore for the Time 
to come; for every good Work he doth, is a grain 
of Seed for Life Eternal. Read the Scripture ; 
which if you believe, put it forthwith in pra- 
Qice, and let your good Works go before you, 
that your Father's Name in Heaven may be glo-

Charity ought to be free; and *tis accounted as 
no Gift, when that which is given, can no longer 
be with-held : Bis dat, qui cito dat; The Gift is 
doubled, by a ſpeedy deliverance. Lay not up 
Riches for Moths and Worms, and for Children 
that are wicked, who play and (port upon their 
Fathers Graves: but rather follow the Example of 
our Saviour, who went up and down doing Good, 
in Healing of Diſeaſes, and doing works of Alms 
and Charity ; than which, he hath not laid on 
us any other Duty with a ſtricter Injunction. 
Good Works are neceſſary to Salvation, tho' not 
to Juſtification ; as the Tree with her Fruits, the 
Sun with- his Light, the Fire with his Heat, and 
the Water with her Moiſture. Shew me thy Faith 
( faith St. James ) by thy Works ; which are, Vie

Let me 
adviſe you to whom God ' hath given a greater 
meaſure of theſe Earthly Riches, to diſpenſe with 
ſome part thereof, as theſe your pious Anceſtors 
have done; for God expects it from you. Be 
not as a Poſſeſſor, but as a Steward; and know 
withal, that you muſt be accountable for the 
Poors portion before God. And if you love 
* Riches, Claith St. Auguſtin) put them in a Place 
* aſſured for Eternity,” Pliny ſays, That the 
« greateſt Divinity, is, to ſee a mortal Man 
* oblige his Like; and that is the ſhorteſt 
Way to arrive at eternal Glory. | 

The Practice of giving Alms, is ſo excellent, as 
*twill make you therein ( with all Humility be it 
ſpoken ) like God himſelf ; for his Nature is, 
to Give, and to do Good ; as the Fire to heat, 
and the Sun to illuminate. And Rich Men have 
a particular Obligation above others, ſeeing God 
hath choſen them to be his Stewards, Meſtengers 

1 his Favours, and the Conduits of his Libera- 
lity. 

Charity will ſtand by you, when you lie upon 
your Sick and Dying Beds; twill cover a multi- 
tude of Sins ; twill be your beſt Friend at the 
Day of Judgment, when all Riches and Friends 
will ſtand you in no ſtead: in a word, Charity 
is the fulfilling of the whole Law.
